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AMERICAN CHRISTIANS SPEND 
$400,0 00,000 FOR TH EIR WORK 

Church Erection Outlay Reached Forty Million Last Year 
—Forty-five for Home and Sixteen Millions for Poreign 
Missions— Open-air Preaching in Brazil— 
— By Southern Missionary News Bureau — 
Ida Clyde Clarke— Editor. 



The Churches News aMoolatioo is 
authority for tbe following stats- 
msnt; 

Reports now fairly complete in- 
dicate that there will go Into nsw 
ehnrcbes and Into buildings Intend- 
ed to advance tbe Christian eause 
In Amsrlca between $86,000,000 and 
$40,OvO,000 this summer aud fall. 
Dslays in construction operations 
may carry some of this outlay over 
into next winter, perhaps beyond 
the end of the year, but snch sums 
are offset by those expended since 
tbe beginning of IBM, so that the 
church-erection outlay In the Unit- 
ed States for the year will reach 
about $40 000.000. 

This sum Is $3 000,000 to $6 000,0(0 
above normal. Indicating that caus- 
es that effect business In general and 
hare hurt (rifts to missions and to 
charities, do not prevail against the 
carrying forward of new projects 
The largest outlay" along these 
lines are in New York and New 
England for the east, in California 
because of new structures goiug up 
for use at the Panama Exposition, 
and in the loutnwest. The middle 
west bas been building churches In 
considerable numbers for tbe last 
five years, and this summer slacks 
up to some extent, although Chica- 
go runs far ahead compared with 
other years. 

Tbe American people put Into 
Chrlstiau work of all forms $400,000, 
(OO a year. This amount grows 
steadily, having nearly doubled In 
the last fifteen years. Some people 
say the churah Is losing ground and 
that people do not go to church as 
tbey ouce did. However that may 
be, they give money in larger sums 
— and seem not to have been affected 
In so doing by financial stringency 
In other lines. Of the total amount 
named $46,000,000 a year goes to so- 
called home missions (a very broad 
term), end $K6,000,100 into new 
structures and enrichments; about 
$16,000,000 goes into foieign mis- 
sions, and the balance into main- 
tenance. Apart from these, Chris- 
tian people give large sums to char- 
ities and public relief of all kinds. 
Indeed, while Christians number 
only about a third of the population. 
, tbey Rive $4 out of every $4 that 
goes to chanties, education, earth- 
quake aud flood disasters. 

The above statement is In striking 
contrast witb the expenditure on 
the lorelgu field. The income of all 
the societies In this country for 1913 
was about $16,400,000. The expendi- 
ture for the homelaud includes some 
100,000,009 of souls who in a very 
important wav now have tbe gos- 
pel at their very doors, while tbe 
expenditures hi tbe regions beyond 
Include about 800,000,000 who do uot 
have the gospel In any seuse. These 
great facts are basis for thiuklug by 
Christian people. 



Open- Air Preaching in Brazil. 
Open-air preaching one thousand 
miles up the Amsion river has 
proven popular and effective, ac- 
oordiug to B. A. Nelson of Manaus, 
Brlsll. 

The people are not accustomed to 
bearing servioss and It does not oc- 
cur to them to go to church for that 
purpose. Mr. Kelson says: 

"Quite a few have read and. trav- 
eled, and many have a hungering 
after knowledge, and when they are 
courteously invited they often oome 
Into a meeting house and listen at- 
tentively. But with tbe opec-ser- 
viass It Is different. There Is no 
ceremouy. People are passing, or 
they are sitting outslds their dwell- 
ings in the cool of the evening 
They hear the song and they want 
to fee who that man Is If you 
have a good voice you can be heard 
for half a mile in this climate in the 
dry season, and often a word spok 
en heard at a distance has m»re ef 
feet than nearby, and there Is noth 
ing to divert the attention. 

We have no large crowds— seldom 
over 600, but this is because of the 
oity being scattered and so much 
open space. Many hundreds hear, 
as a rule, every night. 

No Halt to Miuion Work in France. 

A cable from Orenoble, dated 
August 9, has come to Dr. E. W 
Byssbe, head of the (N.) Methodist 
France mission, now in the Uol'ed 
States on furlough. "Up to this 
time," reads tbe dispatch, "our uiis- 
sious aud workers have uot suffer 
ed in oousequence of tbe hostilities 
The •tattoo* belug somewhat re 
moved from the scene of actual con- 
flict. Dr. Bysshe thinks there will 
be no serious handicap to tbe work 
except that doe to the absence of 
men from nineteen to forty-eight 
years of age, wbom their president 
has call to the colors.

Jefferson Oouuty 
school graduates, one hundred 
aud two in number, were the 
first olass of commou school grad 
aates in the state to volunteer to 
escb teach one illiterate. Super 
iuteudent Orville J. Stivers aui 
ninety five of bis tearcbers have 
volunteered to teaob moonlight 
schools. Mrs. Will S. Bays, uf 
Louisville, will see active service 
in the Jeffeasou County cam- 
paign, as will Mr. J. W McCon- 
atby, who was President of the 
Keutucky Educational Associa 
UOU some twenty > tars |go. 



At the Department of Justice 
it was said Government agents 
working in many States for evi- 
dence of price-fixing we're expec- 
ted. to make reports soon which 
officials hoped would be the basis 
of other indictments. Attorney 
Geueral Gregory has this to say 
"Under conditions now exist 
ing throughout the world, capital 
ization of misfortune aud oppres 
own people by the 
itrary increase of the prices 
of foodstuffs are so peculiarly re 
prehensiole that, whenever con 
victions can be obtained, the 
Government will insist upon sen- 
tences of imprisonment — no fine 
or no civil remedy will be deem- 
ed adequate. 

•'United S'atts Attorneys are 
being instructed promptly to aek 
for indictments whenever the 
facts will permit, to push these 
to early trial, and, upon convic 
tions, to insist upon prison sen- 
tences. 

Price tixinj Ch*rjed 

"It must, of course, be remem- 
bered that, without the District 
of Colombia, only those agree- 
ment and combinations which 
affect directly interstate or for- 
eign commerce can be reached. 
As to other matters, State stat- 
utes must be relied upon." 

The men indicted here today 
are charged with having fixed 
prices every day by "ballots," 
auggest'one," or verbal agree 
raent, and to have circulated 
price lists which completely elim- 
inated a competitive market for 
food. That is alleged to be an 
uulawful restraint of trade pro- 
hibited by the Sherman Anti 
trust Law between the States 
and in Federal districts. The 
penalty on conviction is a year's 
imprisonment or a $5,000 fine 
or both. 

Bench warrants were istued for 
all the indicted men, and bail 
was giyen for their appearance 
in court.

1 
Arrests of six members and 
officials of the United Mine 
Workers of America on true bills 
filed by the Las Animas county 
grand jury were made today. 
Those arrested are : William Dia 
mond, international organizer 
and strike leader, lessee of the 
Free Press; Victor . Bonomi, 1 
former bartender and syrapathiz 
er ; Bete and Lawrence Cescoliui, 
saloonmen; Frank Wilson and 
Chas. Hines. These men are held 
on various charges including 
murder, accessory to murder, at 
sault and other offenses growing 
out of the coal strike and tbe 
killing of coal company employes 
and mine guards in actual battle 
The six are in the county jail. 

Diamond has beeu the ofiicia 
leader of the strike and. now faces 
three or four distinct murder 
charges, grewing out of the kill- 
ing of John Nimmo, Thos Wheat- 
ley, Mack Powell and others. 
The Cescolinis. Hiues and Wil- 
son are also confronted with the 
same charges aud Bonomi for the 
death of Jacob Smith. Other 
indictments will be filed this af- 
ternoon and other arrests made.

This will 
perserve the bridge for abont five 
years, provided the bridge is 
thoroughly cleaned of all rust 



colors.
